Men Students 

On Draft Deferment 

To men students of the 
University of Kentucky: 

Most of the requests for selec- 
tive service deferments in the 
cases of University students are 
being inadequately or imporp- 
erly presented, with the result 
that Draft Board No 42 is not 
in a position to pass intelligent- 
ly on them. 

The chief fault to date is 
simply that the requests have 
not been accompanied by let- 
ters of endorsement from the 
Defense council, which has 
been designated officially to act 
tn the case. We are sure that 
you students readily will real- 
ize that a request for defer- 
ment, lodged by the registrant 

verslty faculty representatives in 
a position to evaluate his work 
is largely without significance 
to us. We feel that any student 
deferment, to be justifiable, 
should be based on the condi 
lions of good scholastic stand- 
ing, energy, intelligence, inter- 
est and consequent promise of 
real contribution in the stu- 
dent's field of work. 

It is not within the realm of 
possibility for us to 
this question for 
can we regard a 
for deferment as proof that the 
conditions arc satisfied. As a 
consequence, through an ar- 
rangement with University ol- 
flclals. we are relying upon the 
Defense council, not for an ac 
tual determination of any clas- 
sification, but for helpful guid- 
ance in it.
